lent im this matter, When we find 
that injustice is being meted out to any 
class of people, we intend to speak of 
it aloud, with all the vigor we can pro- 
duce. Last season we spoke for the 
overworked car-drivers. We have now 
a word for our own race and color. 
We observexhere are two modes of 
disposing of cases in the police court 
of this city, A very convenient mode 
seems always accessible for the whites, 
but an entirely different one is adopted 
for the other race. Crimes and of- 
fences for which white men are repri- 
manded and let off on nominal fines, 
colored men are sent. down or up, as the 
case may be, and the full extent of the 
law is applied to them in each and 
evert case. 

We are glad to reside in a commu- 
nity where the law is feared and re- 
spected, but we dread to live where a 
judge is known by the color he gives 
his decisions, There is no jail in this 
commnunity that will prevent this pa- 
per from saying that justice is not 
meted out alike to both colors in the 
city court of Washington: Mr. Moss 
spoke but the living truth when he. 
said what he did to the court in _this 
regard, 

Our colored citizens, especially the 
majority of those who are often brought 
to this court, have enotigh to contend 


with on the outside, that is in nine 
cases out of ten against them, They 
should at least have a fair trial, and 
even if they «are colored, they 
should not be unjustly — sentenced 
or treated because God has made them 
of a different complexion froti 
Who is by gtace a judge. 

We have just come up from out the 
Suuth land, where justice sits on the 
bench with the scales in her hand, and 
one eye open. With that she can al- 
ways see a colored man, and every 
time she discovers one she winks, and 
down goes the scales; also the unfor- 
tunate colored man. Now up here 
where A northern Christian nian sits 
on the bench, he forgets that we are 
people, but only remembering the fact 
that we are colored; forgetting our un- 
selfish devotion to a country that only 
knew us as serfs, that never owned us 
as citizens until we gave thirty-seven 
thottsand thotisand lives on the field of 
battle for its perpetuity; never think- 
ing of, and, if so, not remembering 
with any sense of gratitude our ser- 
vices to the flag that was once “our 
sears and stripes,” nor deigning to re- 
member that it was the faithful black 


man that was never false to a union 


soldier; 
the Starving prisoners, and point them 
the way to the North star, but only 
remembering that it is a crime to be 
ofa dark skin. With the American 
pro-slavery prejudice, their judge finds 
it right to put into full force and 
effect the intention, the meaning and 
power of the law in all cases where 
the issue brings a colored person into 
a case, and for similar cases involving 
white persons, he finds loop holes and 
“nominalities.”’ 

What the colored citizens ask isa 
fair and square trial and the penalties 
that onght to be given, and not those, 
as now given, based entirely upon 
bare-born American pro-slavery, begot

THE VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS, 
DEZENDORF RALLIES THE GRAND OLD 
PARTY IN A RESOUNDING LETTER.

A WARNING TO DRIVERS. 


Sentenced to Jail for Six Months for 
Driting over a Pedestrian. 


Jostph King, 4 young colored man, 
was tried in the Police Court today 
for carelessly driving over Mr. H. M. 
Johnson at Ninth and F streets, nerth- 
west, on the morning of the 71 of 
May. 


Mr. Johnson, whe is 75 years of age, 
Was assisted to the stand, still suffer- 
ing from his injuries, and testified that 
he has been under medical care and 
suffers from bis fractured arm and 
othe? injttries, and that he had no re 


collection of the cirenmetances of the 
accident. 
Several witnesses were cal tosbow 


that Mr. Johnson had been walking 
from an F street car to a Ninth street 
car, when King was driving rapidly 
down Ninth street in a huckster 
wagen. When Mr. Johnson was near 
the eur King’s horse knocked him 
down, stepping on his arm, and the 
wheels passing over his body. 

The Government claimed that the 
driver was criminally careless, while 
the defense claimed that the affair 
was purely accidental, the horse un- 
manageable, and the harness defective. 

The prisoner said that he had not 
seen Mr. Johnson until he was knocked 
down; had done what he could to pre- 
vent the accident, and had already 
been in jail for nearly two months. 

Judge Snell said that the driver of 
ahorse was bound to exercise sufficient 
care to prevent such accidents as this. 
The precaution on a country road 
wotld not do for the centre of the city. 
A man had no right to run over ap- 
other ander such circumstances, and 
the case presented was an aggravated 
one, and he would sentence the prisen- 
oner to six months in jail, and weuld 
have imposed a longer term if the 
prisoner liad not already been confined 
for some time.

THE COLOR LINE 


Rtisest a -Breeze in the Police Court 
To-cday—Judge Sneils Pertinent 
Remarks. 


A breeze was create! during the 
trial of Edward Stewart, a colored boy 
nine Years of age, charged in the 
Police Court today with stealing a 
silver watch from Ellen Darney, also 
colored, by taking it from her pocket 
while she was asleep. 

Mr. Jchn A. Moss, the colored at- 
torney, suggested that it was custom- 
ary im such cases to consider the ex- 
treme youth of the prisoner and accept 
his personal bonds. 

Judge Snell said that such action 
could not be taken without an exami- 
nation of the circumstances of the 
Case. 

The testimony was heard, and Judge 
Snell said that he coukl not accept 
persunal bonds, as a serious crime had 
apparentiy been committed.

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FINGER DECORATORS. 


Semething About Rings, Their History and 
Hew They Are Made. 

Phe word ring is derived from the 
Saxon and in that language denoted a 
circleor circular line, bearing almost 
the same significance it does to-day. 
The practice of wearing finger and ear- 
rings is a very ancient one. Both are 
mentioned in the earliest books of the 
Bible, and their ure seems to have been 
very common. According to Hero- 
dotus, they were popular ornaments 
with the people of Babylon, and it is 
probable that from Asia the custom of 
wearing them passed into Greece and 
in this manner extended over the rest 
of Europe. They werealso extensively 
worn in ancient Egypt and are fre- 
quently found represented in the 
sculptures and mentioned in the 
hieroglyphics. 

The Romans, who are said to have 
derived the use of rings from the Sa- 
bines, wore them not alone for orna- 
ment but for use as signets. Only 
free Romans had the right to wear 
them, and in the earliest days of the 
republic they were but sparingly used, 
but as the peopl: became corrupt and 
effeminate they wore more and more 
of these ornaments until their fingers 
were crowded with them. Some of 
the dudes of those days even had dif- 
ferent sets of rings for summer and 
winter. : 

There have been varicus explana- 
tions of the use of the ring in connec- 
tion with marriage. One of these is 
that as the delivery of a signet ring by 
the owner to another person was an 
indication of confidence, so the giving 
of a ring by a husband to his wife was 
a sign of his trust in anil esteem for 
her. Another explanation is that the 
ring being a circle, without beginning 
or énhd, symbolizes eternity and 
stancy, and that the left han was 
chosen to denote the wife's subje tion 
to her husband, and the third finger was 
selected because the ring was then sup- 
posed to press a vein which communi- 
cated directly with th» heart. 

The gold used by manufacturing 
jeweltrs is obtained from brokers who 
purchase it in large quantities at the 
Cnited States assay office, by which 

means they are enabled to make about 
one-third of one per cent. by the opera- 
tion, The gold is then in the form of 
paralielogram-shaped bars weighing 
from 400 to 500 pennyweights, and is 
almost absolutely pure. When wanted 
for. use it is placed under powerful 
rollers, which reduce it to a plate thin 
enough to be cut by lever shears. It 
is then placed in crucibles and melted, 
and the alley, consisting of silver and 
copper, is added, the proportions Leing 
varied a:cord ng to the quality of gold 
desired. In gold of eighteen carat 
fineness, for inatance, there are 
‘eighteen parts of gold to six parts of 


alloy, while in fourteen’ carat 
gold, but fourteen paris of gold 
is used to ten parts of alloy. 


The usual alloy is one-third silver and 
two-thirds copper, but these propor- 
tions are changed to give a lighter or 
darker color to the composition. When ' 
the metal is completely fused it is run 
into molds, from which it comes forth 
in the shape of plate or wire ingots, 
the former being usel in the manufac- 
ture of seal and diamond ring-, while | 
of the latter band and welding rings 
are made. 

The process of maging plain rings 
is very simple. The wir: ingots are 
run between rollerg, by which they are 
reduced to the reqtisite thickness and 
shape, that is, flat half round and 
square. Then the wire is cut into 
different lengths, each piece is bent 
into the form of a ring, the ends are 
soldered together, and the rings pass 
into the hands of the polishers. The 
polishing is done with brushes com- 
posed of stiff bristles and others of felt, 
and after this process is completed the 
ring is ready for market. 

In the manufacture of diamond and 
seal rings this process is more complex, 
as there are so many more parts re- 
quisite to their completeness and per- 
fection. When a certain kind of ring 
is to be manufactured, the different 
parts of which it is composed, such as 
shanks, settings, stones, etc., are gotten 
out by the foreman and given to the 
jeweler who constructs the ring. It 
then goes to the polisher; next to the 
engraver ; back again to the polisher. 
It is then ready for the setter, who in- 
serts the stone or gems, and then for 
the last time is returned to the pol- 
isher, at whose hands it receives its 
tinal touches. 

The shanks and settngs are cut 
out of the gold plate by means of steel 
dies, each pattern requiring a die of its 
own, and the preparaticn of these dics 
is a work that rejuires great skill and 
an immense amount of Jabor, and new

Manufacturers are subject to great 
loss yearly from the fact that so much 
of the gold dust and filings is lost in 
the different proce:ses, though every 
precaution is taken to render it as little 
as pos ible.

one receptacle into another until all

“Hail Columbia” was written in 


the summer of 1798, at a moment 


when the United States seemed about 


to be drawn into a war with France, 


their old ally and friend. The Ameri- 


can envoys sent out by President 
Adams, with no other object than to 
restore a good understanding, were 
thought to have been grossly insulted 
by France. An army and navy were 
in preparation. 


General Washington 
had accepted the chief command, with 
Alexander Hamilton as his second, 
and nothing was thought of but im- 
pending war. 

A vocalist by the name of Fox was 
about to have a benefit in Philadel- 
phia, and owing to the excitement that 
prevailed the prospect of a, good at- 
tendance was not encouraging. His 
benefit was announced for a Monday 
evening, and it was only on a Satur- 
day previous that he had an idea for 
“drawing a house,” 

One of his school-fellows, Joseph 
Hopkinson, son of a distinguished 
father, had become’himself a man of 
note in the intellectual circles of Phil- 
adelphia scciety. He was vice-presi- 
dent of the American Philosophical 
society, founded by Dr. Franklin, and 
presided over by Thomas Jefferson. 
He was president of the Academy of 
Fine Arts, and was somewhat noted 
for his poetical effusions. 

The vocalist, in his extremity, went 
to his old school-friend and told him 
that he had little chance of a paying 
audience unless he could announ’e 
something new and striking in the 
way of a patriotic song, a piece that 
could be sung by the whole company 
to an easy or familiar tune, like the 
“President’s March.” He added that 


the pocts of the company had been 
trying to proluce the required song, 


but had been unable to accomplish it. 
“| will try what [ can do for you,” 


said Hopkinson. 


The vocalist called the next after- 
noon, when the words were ready for 
him, and he took them at once to a 
musician of the theatre who selected 
and adapted to them an old and easy 
air. On Monday morning the song 
was announced in the newspapers and 
diligently rehearsed upon the stage. 

A crowde | house rewarded the efforts 
of the singer and the poet, and the 
song was received with the greatest 
enthusiasm. The words and music 
were at once published, and the piece 
was sung at every patriotic gathering 
during that period of excitement.

“ The object of the author was to get 
up an American spirit, which. should 
be independent of, and above, the in- 
terest, passion and p>licy of both bel. 
ligerents, and look and feel exclusive'y 
for our honor and rights. No allusion

treatment of us; of course, the song 
found favor with both parties, for beth 
were American; at least, neither could 
disown the sentiments and feelings it 


indicated.”

Chambers’ Journal takes up the re- 
cont bold plan of Mr. W. C. Anderson, 
for founding “deep-sea lighthouses” 
as a“ hopeful scheme,” which, ff car- 
ried out, * will fulfill a want that bas 
long been acknowledged as a necessary 
one.” 

Mr. Anderson’s plan, as recently ex- 
plained to the Loadon Society of En- 
gineers, is to construct a hollow cylin- 
der of riveted iron work, 200 feet long, 
to consist of two s-ctions —the upper 
part to be 140 feet long, destined to 
rear its head above the waves and fit- 
ted as an ordinary lighthouse—while 
the remaining portion of the tube is to 
be ballasted so a3 to sink below the 
water line and counteract the force of 
winds and waves on the exposed part. 
The whole apparatus is to be anchored 
in deep water by heavy steel. cables, 
The inventor claims that it would be 
easy to tow the structure to the spot 
selected for it, and then by admitting 
water to the lower section it would 
a’sume an upright position and ride 
the waves like a bottle. The English 
journal referred to says: “Owing to 
our insular position we are dependent 
for our storm warnings on our trans- 


atlantic neighbors; but if it becomes | 


possible to found a floating telegraph 
station, say 1,000 miles from our 
shores, in mid-Atlantic, we could have 
warfiings of coming storms quite 
twenty-four hours before their arri- 
val.” 

The idea of founding mid-ocean float- 
ing telegraph stations has long been 
discussed, but no engineer has yet de- 
vised, unless it be Mr, Anderson, any 
structure which would remain station- 
ary, and if connected with the telegraph 
cables would notin stormy weather 
endanger them. ‘The depth of water 
to which the agitation of a wave 
reaches never b ars a large proportion 
of the wave’s dimensions, the motion 
diminishing in geometrical progession 
as the depth below the surface in- 
creases in arithmetical, “In case of a 
wave aquarter of a milein breadth 
and forty feet in height,’’ as Sir Jchn 
Herschel shows, “the displacement of 
the water ata depth of 1,320 feet, in 
its passage over it, would be less than 
an inch, and would be incapable of 
disturbing the smallest grain of sand ” 

As Atlantic waves seldom attain 
these dimensions, it seems highly prob- 
able that the construction of a deep- 
sea floating station whith can in all 
weather be kept in place is not a me. 
chanical impossibility. The success 
with which gas-lighted buoys have 
been maintained on storm-swept shoals 
on wur sea coast may be taken a3 evi- 
dence that such a structure as Mr. An- 
derson devises might be made, with 
some modifications as to shape and 
length, to stand moored to anchor 
blocks in deep water. If this much 
could be demonstrated the work of 
connecting the structure with one of 
the transatlantic cables would be 
simple ; and th» structure, thus serv- 
ing the purpose of a mid-ocean tele- 
graph station, would be an immense 
boon both to navigation and to mete- 
orological science.— New York Herald.
